Important 


In Livestock Development

ECENTLY attention has been 

brought to the unfavorableness 
of freight rates as they apply to the 
shipment of livestock both within 
the South and from the South to 
the Bast. 

The Southern States have joined 
together in protest of these dis- 
criminatory rates and are seeking 
adjustment through the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. In Ala- 
bama, the Publhie Service Commis- 
sion, the Extension Service, and 
the State Department of Agricul- 
ture are cooperating with other 
states to secure more favorable 
livestock. iveight rates for the 
South, 

Roughly the United States is di- 
vided into three districts, the Wes- 
tern territory lying west of the 
Mississippi River, the Official ter- 
ritory lying east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Ohio, and the 
Southern territory lying east of the 
Mississippi and south of the Ohio. 
The basis for establishing rates 
within each of these territories is 
called the intraterritorial rate 
structure. Rates between these ter- 
ritories, termed interterritorial 
rates, are not uniformly construct- 
ed. 

The intraterritorial basis for es- 
tablishing rates is higher in the 
Southern territory than for either 
of the other two. 

The livestock industry in the 
South has developed persistently 
in spite. of the handicap of higher 
rail rates. The widespread use of 
trucks and improved highways 
have aided in making transporta- 
tion more flexible and have made 
possible the establishment of many 
markets which were previously im- 
practicable. 

The Southern carriers proposed 
to increase livestock rates in the 
South on April 20, 1940. Although 
there were some reductions, they 
were between points which normal- 
ly bear little livestock traffic. Be- 
tween points of heavy traffie rates 
were increased. The general effect 
would have been a five percent in- 
crease in rates for the region. 


What’s Been Done 


The Southern States acting 
through their respective Public 
Service Commissions filed a protest 
and asked for a suspension of the 
proposed new rates. The suspen- 
sion was granted. It is now up to 
the Southern States to prove that 
the rates are unreasonable and dis- 
criminatory. 

What will parity of rail rates 
mean? First, it will mean Southern 
producers can ship to the Eastern 
markets more cheaply, and that 
Eastern meat packers can pay 
higher prices for finished or 
slaughtered cattle at more distant 
points. It is significant to note that 
the Eastern Meat Packers have fil- 
ed a complaint with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission asking a 
reduction in rates from the South- 
ern to the Official territory. The 


area from which the Eastern Meat 
Packers can then draw without dif- 
ferentials will be larger, 

Second, it will mean a through 
rate from the Southern to the Offi- 
cial territory and shippers can 
move stockers and feeders into In- 
diano, Ohio and other states at 
much lower rates than at present. 
Third, by utilizing the transit priv- 
ileges Southern producers should 
be able to better adapt their feed- 
ing operations and obtain better 
markets. 


Livestock Future 


If the South is to be handicapped 
in shipping to the eastern meat 
packing centers and in shipping 
feeders and stockers into the feed 
producing areas except at discrimi- 
natory rates, livestock development 
will be retarded. Should packer 
competition from other sections be 
lessened? Division of territory 
among packers is denied them by 
the Packers and Stockyards Act, 
yet the existing rate structure 
tends in effect to do that. Not only 
is this penalizing Southern produc- 
ers in selling on markets in other 
areas, but it has a depressing ef- 
fect on prices in Southern markets. 


Unusual School 
Lunch Program 


Do you have any old bottles or 
jars to spare? This is the question 
being asked all over Conecuh 
County by the Wiggins home dem- 
onstration club members. 

A canvass is being made of the 
homes securing jars. They plan to 
place at least one dozen jars in each 
club member’s pantry. During the 
canning season these members a- 
greed to fill them and turn them 
over to the Wiggins School to use 
in their lunch room next fall. 

During the planting season each 
member planted one row extra of 
everything: they planted, and this 
they call the Wiggins School Vege- 
table row. This work is being en- 
couraged by Helen Jones, home a- 
gent,

roc-Jersey gilt, is a candidate for 
someone’s oddities. In March she 
farrowed her first litter of 11 
well-developed pigs, and “strange 
as it seems,” all were males. 

W. B. Thomas of Lewisburg, 
Jefferson County, ower of “Fay- 
mond’s Choice,” is faced with an 
unusual hog problem. 

This pig was one of 77 regis- 
tered swine placed in a chain 
hog project, sponsored by G. J. 
Fowler, assistant county agent, 
and a commercial concern. When 
he received Raymond’s Choice, 
Mr. Thomas agreed to return to 
the sponsor a select gilt out of 
her first litter. Now it is time to 
give back a pig to continue the 
chain, Mr. Thomas has nine hus- 
ky boar pigs but no gilts.

Fun And Profit From Dahlias 


TTRACTIVE homes and flow- 

ers are good combinations. In 
fact, you can’t think of one without 
the other—like peaches and cream 
or springtime and bare feet. Flow- 
ers are interesting—they’re alive 
and fun to work with. Of all the 
home improvements you see there 
isn’t one more interesting than 
flowers. 

Mrs, Mattie Miller of the Car- 
rollton Garden Club,. in Pickens 
County, knows how true this is. 
Mrs. Miller is an expert with flow- 
ers—especially dahlias. 

“Growing flowers is lots of fun,” 
she says. “When I feel tired and 
nervous, I like to go out in my 
garden and work with the dahlias. 
It does me more good than any- 
thing I know.” 

But Mrs, Miller’s dahlia hobby 
goes even farther. It is a paying 
proposition, Last fall she spent $5 
for dahlia slips to add to her col- 
lection, and sold $13.00 worth of 
blooms. 

Her dahlia hobby goes back 14 
years when Mrs. Miller was in- 
terested mainly in the large varie- 
ties. Now she has no less than 30 
different kinds. 

Most people wouldn’t know there 


were half the varieties Mrs. Miller 
has. Some of her prize ones are: a 
bronze bloom named for the flier, 
Amelia Earhart—a colorful orchid 
flower, called Mrs. Warner—then 
Margrace, which is a deep red— 
and Lord of Autumn with a 
bright yellow bloom, 


Every year Mrs. Miller adds two 
or three new varieties, She’s learn- 
ed she can buy slips of the very 
best varieties for a reasonable 
price and in a year or two have a 
good tuber. As for marketing, 
Mrs, Miller sells dahlias to any- 
one who comes to her house. So 
there’s no marketing expense and 
very little money is spent on fer- 
tilizer, Right now Mrs. Miller has 
130 bulbs, which ought to mean a 
great many blooms this fall. 


Dahlias can be grown from root- 
stocks or from seed. And it doesn’t 
matter how much experience in 
gardening you've had—either way 
is good. The double-flowered va- 
rieties have to be planted fairly 
early in the spring, but you can 
start as late as the first of July 
with the single kinds. Dahlias do 
best where they have sun through 
the late morning and early after- 
noon—and shade in the latter half 
of the afternoon,

IMPROVEMENT OF SWEET 
POTATO CROP IS NOTED 


The last shipment of a coopera. 
tive order for more than 750,000 
improved sweet potato plants was 
delivered this past week to farm- 
ers of the Elba area, 

One hundred and eighty-five 
members of vocational evening 
classes at Basin, Brooklyn, Curtis, 
Mt, Zion, Pine Level and Zion 
Chapel have led in a movement 
this past spring for sweet potato 
improvement in the Elba area, The 
new improved Louisiana Copper 
Skin variety was selected and 
practically every member enroll- 
ed in the above classes has set out 
from 1,000 to 20,000 plants each 
of this new type potato, 

Vine cuttings are to be taken 
from these mother plants during 
the late summer and will be used 
to produce winter market potatoes 
and seed potatoes for another sea- 
son, Potatoes raised from vine 
cuttings make a more uniform and 
desirable potato for seed and mar- 
ket purposes than do potatoes rais- 
ed from original plants, 

There are several reasons why 
Sweet potato improvement is need- 
ed in Coffee County at this time 
Among these are: 

1, The old varieties of potatoes 
have become diseased and will not 
keep well during the winter, 

2. These varieties have run out, 
become mixed and do not produce 
& uniform quality potato. 

3. The markets are now de- 
manding a better quality potato 
than we have been producing, 

4. Yields of the old potatoes 
have also become very low, 

We have in the new improved 
Copper Skin variety a potato of 
high quality, disease-free, uniform 
in shape, size and color, as well 
as a high producing ‘potato, The 
markets are beginning to show 
preference to this new variety and 
there are possibilities for addition- 
al cash income when we produce 
what the market wants, The sweet 
potato also provides good feed for 
the livestock and may be used to 
an advantage in this way, In 
other words, the Sweet Potato may 
be classed as a three-purpose crop 
—home food, feed for livestock, 
and a cash crop when produced 
under the right conditions. 

The sweet potato might be term- 
ed the Tripie-F Crop (F, F. F,)— 
Feed, Food, Funds, 

The above mentioned evening 
classes meet every other week ex- 
cept for a few weeks during the 
main work season and special farm 
problems are discussed under the 
direction of W. L. Walsh, outside 
teacher of vocational agriculture. 


ONE-VARIETY ASSOCIATION 
ORGANIZED BY BASIN MEN 
Members of the Basin vocation-

variety cotton improvement asso- 
ciation.

Twenty-five of the 35 members 
ef the Basin class have planted 
the Cook 144 improved long staple 
variety of cotton with most of the 
seed coming directly from the 
original breeder. Many of the 
members purchased seed treatec 
with ceresan or secured the ceresan 
and treated seed at home. 

Gin days will be arranged in the 
fall so that certain days will be 
set aside for the ginning of this 
one-variety of cotton and in this 
way it will be possible for the 
members to keep the seed pure. 

Free Government grading and 
classing services will also be avail- 
able to the members of this 
group.—(W.L.W.)

A schedule has been arranged 
by Bmmett Sizemore, district su- 
pervisor, and J, P. Wilson, super- 
intendent of the Station, giving an 
entire day to the different coun- 


ties to allow farmers to make a 
complete study of the Station's 


work, In addition to reviewing 
the results of crop and other ex- 
periments, Mr, Wilson and mem- 
bers of the Alabama BWxperiment 


Station will conduct tours over the 
cntire farm to allow the farmers 
to see the actual experiments and 


crops, 


The agent said that the day's 


program would begin promptly at 
7 o'clock and would last through 
the day, Subjects to be covered 
on the program are wise land use, 


farm income, farm supervision, hog 


production, production of corn, 


cotton, peanuts, oats, and winter 


legumes, 

“This is the experimental sub- 
Station for this section, designed 
to develop new methods to make 
farming in this county and other 
Southeast Alabama counties more 
profitable,” Mr, Sexton said, “By- 
ery farmer in the county is invit- 
ed to make the trip and obtain 
information developed by experi- 
mental work.

Condemns Italians For Entry 


WASHINGTON, June 10, 
Slernly accusing Italy of plunging 


“a dagerer’ into the “back of its 


neighbor,” President Roosevelt to- 
night pledged the Allies “the ma- 
terial resources” of the United 
states, 

Speculuting grimly upon the 
consequences to America should 
the “gods of force" uchieve world 
dominanee, the Chief Executive 
held up the prospect of a “helpless 
nightmare’ of the American peo- 
ple “without freedom lodged in 
prison, handcuffed, hungry, and 
fed through the bars from day to 
day by the contemptuous, unpity- 
ing masters of other continents,” 

These statements he made in a 
bristling address to the graduat- 
ingg Class of the University of Vir 
ginia at Charlottesville, an address 
sO Slrongly worded that sources 
close lo the administration said it 
was obvious that the United 
States had abandoned a position 
of neutrality for one of nonbellig- 
erancy, 

Cheers and rebel yells from his 
audience greeted every reference 
lo sympathy with Great Britain 
and France, 


CHARLOTTRSVILLIE, Va, June 
10,-President Rooseyelt’s address 
today at graduation exercises of 
the University of Virginia: 

Every generation of young men 
and women in America has ques- 
tions to ask the world, Most of 
the time they are the simple but 
nevertheless difficult questions ot 
work to do, opportunities to find, 
ambitions to satisfy, 

But every now and again in the 
history of the republie a different 
Kkind of question presents itself—a 
question which asks, not about the 
future of an individual or even. ot 
a generation, but about the future 
of the country, the future of the 
American people, 

There was such a time at the 
beginning of our history as a na- 
tion, Young people asked them- 
selves in those days what lay 
ahead, not for themselves, but foi 
the new United States, 

There was such a time again in 
the seemingly endless years of the 
War Between the States, Young 
men and young women on both 
sides of the line asked themselves, 
not what trades or professions 
they would enter, what lives they 
would make, but what was to be- 
come of the country they had 
known, 

There is such a time again to- 
day, Again today the young men 
and the young women of America 
usk themselves with carnestness 
und with deep concern this same 
question; “What is to become ot 
the country we know?” 

Now they ask it with even 
greater anxiety than before. They 
usk, not only what the future 
holds for this republic, but what 
the future holds for all peoples 
and all nations that have pbeen 
living under Democratic forms of 
government—-under the free insti- 
tutions of a free people. 

It is understandable that they 
should ask this question. They 
read the words of those who are 
telling them that the ideal of in- 
dividual liberty, the ideal of free 
franchise, the ideal of peace 
through justice is a decadent ideal 

They read the word and hear 
the boast of those who say that a 
belief in force—force directed by 
self-chosen leaders—is the new and 
vigorous system which will over- 
run the earth. They have seen 
the ascendancy of this philosophy 
of force in country after country 
where free institutions and indi- 
vidual liberties were once main- 
tained. 

It is natural and understandable, 
therefore, that the younger gen- 
eration should first ask itself what 
the extension of the philosophy of 
force to all the world would Jead 
to ultimately! We see today in 
Stark reality some of the conse- 
quences of the machine age, 

Where control of machines has 
been retained in the hands of man- 
kind as a whole, untold benefits 
have accrued to mankind, For 
mankind was then the master; the 
machine was the servant. 

But, in this new system of force 
the mastery of the machine is not 
in the hands of mankind. It is in 
the control of infinitely small 
groups of individuals who rule 
without a single one of the demo- 
cratic sanctions, 

The machine in hands of irre- 
Sponsible conquerors becomes the 
master; mankind is not only the 
servant but the victim, Such 
mastery abandons with deliberate 
contempt all of the moral values 
to which even this young conti- 
nent for more than 300 years has 
been accustomed and dedicated, 

Surely the new philosophy 
proves from month to month that 
it could have no concept of the 
way of life or the way of thought 
of a nation whose origins go back 
{o Jamestown and Plymouth Rock. 

Conversely, neither those who 
spring from that stock nor those 
who have come hither in later 
years can be indifferent to the de- 
struction of freedom in their an- 
cestral lands across the sea, 

Perception of danger to our in- 
stitutions may come slowly or it

Such an island may be the dream 
of those who still talk and vote 
us isolationists, Such an island 
represents to me and Lo the over-

day to day by the contemptuous, 
unpitying musters of other con-

It is natural also that we 
should ask ourselves now how we 


cun prevent the building’ of that 


prison and the placing of our- 


selves in the midst of it, 
Let us not hesitate—all of us 


to proclaim certain truths, Over- 


Whelmingly we, as 4@ nation, and 
this applies to all the other Ameri- 


cun nations, ave convinced that 
military and naval victory for the 


wods of force and hate would en- 
danger the institutions of democ- 
racy in the western world—and 
that equally, therefore, the whole 
of our sympathies lie with those 
nations which are giving their life 
blood in combat against those 
forces, 

The people and government of 
the United States have seen with 
the utmost regret and with grave 
disquiet the decision of the Italian 
government to engage in the hos- 
Ulities now raging in Europe. 

More than three months ago the 
chief of the Italian government 
sent me word that because of the 
determination of Italy to limit, so 
far as might be possible, the 
spread of the European conflict, 
more than 200,000,000 people in 
the region of the Mediterranean 
had been enabled to escape the 
suffering and the devastation of 
war, 

I informed the chief of the 
Italian government that this de- 
sire on the part of Italy to pre- 
vent the war from spreading met 
with sympathy and response on 
the part of the government and 
the people of the United States, 
and I expressed the earnest hope 
of this government that this policy 
on the part of Italy might be con- 
tinued, I made it clear that in 
the opinion of the government of 
the United States any extension of 
the hostilities in the region of the 
Mediterranean might result in a 
still greater enlargement of the 
scene of the conflict in the Near 
Hast and in Africa and that if this 
came to pass no one could foretell 
now much greater the extension of 
the war might virtually become. 

Again, upon a subsequent occa- 
sion, recognizing that certain as- 
pirations of Italy might form the 
basis of discussions between the 
powers most specifically concern- 
ed, I offered, in a message ad- 
davessed to the chief of the Italian 
Sovernment, to send to the govern- 
ments of France and of Great 
Britain such specific indications of 
the desires of Italy to obtain re- 
adjustments with regard to her 
position as the chief of the Italian 
government might desire to trans- 
mit through me. While making it 
clear that the government of the 
United States in such event could 
not and would not assume respon- 
sibility for the nature of the pro- 
posals submitted nor for agree- 
ments which might thereafter be 
reached, I proposed that if Italy 
would refrain from entering the 
war I would be willing to ask as- 
Surances from the other powers 
concerned that they would faith- 
fully execute any agreement so 
reached and that Italy's voice in 
any future peace conference would 
have the same authority as it 
italy had actually taken part in 
the war as a belligerent, 

Unfortunately, the chief of the 
Italian government was unwilling 
to accept the procedure suggested, 

The efforts of this government 
have been directed to doing what 
it could to work for the preserva- 
tion of peace in the Mediterranean 
erea, and it likewise expressed its 
willingness to endeavor to cooper- 
ate with the government of Italy 
when the appropriate occasion 
arose for the creation of a stable 
world order, through the reduc- 
tion of armaments, and through 
the construction of a more liberal 
international economic system 
which would assure to all powers 
equality of opportunity in the 
world’s markets and in the secur- 
ing of raw materials on equal 
terms, 

I have likewise, of course, felt. 
it necessary in my communications 
to Signor Mussolini to express the 
concern of the government of the 
United States because of the fact. 
that any extension of the war in 
the region of the Mediterranean 
would inevitably result in great 


muy come with & rush and shock 
us it has to the people of the 
United States in the past few 
This perception of dan- 
Her has come to us clearly and 
cverwhelmingly; and we perceive 
fhe peril in & worldwide aren&—an 
vrenda which may become so nit 
rowed that only the Americas 


Some still hold to the now ob- 
vious delusion that we of the 
United States can safely permit 
the United States to become a 
lone island in a world dominated 
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prejudice to the ways of life and 
government and to the trade and 
commerce of all of the American 
republics, 

On this tenth day of June, 1940, 
the hand that held the dagger has 
struck it into the back of its 
neighbor, 

The government of Italy has 
now chosen to preserve what it 
terms its “freedom of action” and 
to fulfill what it states are its 
promises to Germany, In so do- 
ing it has manifested disregard 
for the rights and security of 
other nations, for the lives of the 
peoples of those nations which are 
directly threatened by this spread 
of the war; and has evidenced its 
unwillingness to find the means 
through pacific negotiations for 
the satisfaction of what it believes 
five its legitimate aspirations, 


On this tenth day of June, 1940, 
in this university founded by the 
first great American teacher of 
democracy, we send forth our 
prayers and our hopes to those 
beyond the seas who are maintain- 
ingg with magnificent valor their 
battle for freedom, 

In our American unity, we will 
pursue two obvious and simultane- 
ous courses; We will extend to 
the opponents of force the material] 
resources of this nation and, at the 
same time, we will harness and 
speed up the use of those resourc- 
es in order that we ourselves in 
the Americas may have equipment 
and training equal to the task of 
any emergency and every defense. 

All roads leading to the accomp- 
lishment of these objectives must 
be kept clear of obstructions, We 
will not slow down or detour, 
Signs and signals call for speed— 
full speed ahead, 

It is right that each new gen- 
eration should ask questions, But 
in recent months the principal 
question has been greatly simpli- 
fled, Once more the future of the 
nation and of the American people 
is at stake. 

We need not and we will not, in 
any way, abandon our continuing 
effort to make democracy work 
within our own borders. We still 
insist on the need for vast im- 
provements in our own social and 
economic life, 

But that is a component part 
of national defense itself. 

The program unfolds swiftly and 
into it will fit the responsibility 
and the opportunity of every man 
and woman to preserve our heri- 
tage in days of peril.

HAGGAI URGES THE BUILDING 
OF GOD'S HOUSE 


LESSON TEXT—Haggal 1:2-12, 

GOLDEN TEXT—And let us consider 
one another to provoke unto love and to 
Rood works: not forseking the assem 
bling of ourselves together, as the man: 
ner of some Is.—Hebrews 10:24, 25, 

Religious work—or, more correct+ 
ly stated, Christian work—is a dif- 
ficult and discouraging task, except 
for the grace and blessing of God. 
Not only docs the Christian worker 
have to struggle against that arch- 
enemy of God and of the souls of 
men, Satan himself, but he must 
overcome the deadly indifference 
and carelessness of men both out- 
side and inside the Church. Then, 
as if that were not enough, he finds 
another enemy, the discouragement 
of his own heart, 

Haggai ministered to the Jews 
who had returned from captivity 
and who had begun to rebuild the 
temple. Opposition had developed 
before they had made more than a 
beginning, and they at once gave 
up and turned their interest to their 
own affairs and the building of their 
own homes. God was displeased by 
this sinfulness on their part, and 
brought judgment upon them 
through a prolonged drouth, Haggal 
was called to awaken thelr con- 
science and to encourage them to 
action. 


I. Consider Your Ways (vv. '2-6, 
9-11). 

It was not necessary for the 
prophet to work up any eloquent 
plea to stir the conscience of the 
people. He had only to point to 
their own ways. They were thus 
faced with three reproving facts. 

1, Indifference (v, 2). They were 
negligent and indifferent, saying the 
time had not come to build. The 
same kind of folk today are very 
sure that the congregation simply 
cannot afford to keep up preaching 
services, or heat and light the 
church for Sunday School. 

2. Selfishness (v. 4). They built 
for themselves ceiled houses and 
lived in luxury, while God's house 
lay waste. One is reminded of our 
own communities, which have 
money for every conceivable com- 
fort and convenience, but only a few 
niggardly pennies for God’s work. 

3. Loss (vv. 6, 9-11), Being stingy 
toward God is a losing business. He 
has only to withhold His blessing 
and we will find ourselves destitute. 
That is true in the physical realm 
and ig even more true in the spir- 
itual life. Withholding from God 
will always result in loss (see Prov. 
11:24). 


Il. “Build the House’ (y. 8). 


God's work is constructive. He 
may have to destroy and tear down, 
but He only takes away the old and 
undesirable that the new and worthy 
may be built. Three words stand 
out here. 

1, ‘'Go,"" The Lord wants His 
people to get into action. Haggai 
was interested in getting things go- 
ing. Let us follow his example. 

2, “Bring.’’ We are not to’come 
to the Lord's service empty hand- 
ed. Only as He blesses do we have 
anything to bring, but often we fail 
to bring even that which He has 
supplied. 

3. “Build.” God's work is com- 
mitted to us. We are’ to be His 
builders, 

III, ‘'The People Obeyed” (vy. 12). 

“Behold, to obey is better than 
sacrifice, and to hearken than the 
fat of rams'’’ (I Sam, 15:22). God 
is looking for obedient people, and 
is ready to bless and use them. The 
response to Haggai’s message came 
from 

1, The Governor, One wonders 
what progress America would make 
back to God if its rulers were to 
lead us in obedience to His com- 
mands and in seeking His face in 
repentance and prayer. Thank God 
for evary truly spiritually minded 
national leader, and pray that oth- 
ers may yield themselves to the con- 
trol of the Lord. Then came 

2, The High Priest, All too often 
religious leaders have actually hin- 
dered the work of God—and what a 
hindrance they can be! We read 
that in Haggai’s time the high priest 
obeyed. Christian leaders, are we 
too going before our people in un- 
questioning obedience to God? If 
not, why should we not begin now? 
With such leadership, we are not 
surprised to hear that 

3. The People Also Obeyed and 
Feared God. Many capable Chris- 
tian workers believe that the youth 
of America of our day, far from 
being worse than their fathers, are 
actually seeking for real spiritual 
leadership,

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Almost Human 


There’s a story that comes out of the West. It’s 
about the pelicans of Santa Monica Bay and these peli- 
cans remind us of a lot of us human beings. The ex- 
perience teaches us that more and better sales effort 
is required of every last one of us.

ANNUAL 4-H CANNING 
RULES AND AWARDS OUT 


“For More and Better Canning 
in 1940” is the title of a folder an- 
nouncing the 12th annual contest 
to which canning clubsters of the 
State are now cligible through the 
acceptance of the State director 
of extension, 

The folder shows a photo of 
last year’s State canning cham- 
pions taken while at the last De- 
cember National-4-H Club Con- 
gress in Chicago, to which they 
won trips, and gives detailed rules, 
awards and objectives of this 
year’s competition, Club leaders 
may obtain copies through their 
county extension or club agent, 

Two state winners pictured in 
the folder with their canning proj- 
ects are credited with assisting 44 
farm women in learning to use a 
pressure cooker and to can ac- 
cording to a budget. Such a plan 
adequately provides the family 
with the quantity and variety of 
foods necessary to carry through 
to the next season, 

Recognition of outstanding girls 
in canning projects is provided in 
1940 in three ways—gold medals 
for county winners, Club Congress 
trips for state winners, and to the 
top five of these each a $200 schol- 
arship, all again provided as an 
aid to better rural living. 

More than 6,000 pounds of white 
clover seed were saved in Madi- 
son County in 1939, reports J. C, 
Lowery, extension agronomist, in 
advising Alabama farmers to save 
their own white clover seed, 

This year Alabama has more 
than 170 one-variety cotton com- 
munities where farmers planted 
improved varieties of cotton and

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THE FIFTH COLUMN AND ITS 
WORK IN THE UNITED STATES 


The “Fifth Column” igs a term 
which has come into use by the 
war in Spain, General Franco 
had four columns of soldiers clos- 
ing in on Madrid. What he term- 
ed his “fifth column’ was made 
up of spies and propagandists and 
saboteurs already within the city. 

These sought to bring dissatis- 
faction and sedition among the 
citizens; to persuade them to sub- 
mit to their enemies and if they 
could not succeed at that, then to 
sabotage the vulnerable parts of 
the city, such as lights, water- 
works, traffic and all public utili- 
ties. That is what is now called 
in newspaper parlance the “fifth 
column". 

The fifth column has been sent 
out over the world by Russia 
since the meeting of what is called 
the ‘Third Internationaie’, That 
was a meeting in Moscow at which 
it was decided that communism 
should become an _ international 
matter, and Russians were sent 
into all countries of the world, the 
United States included, 

The fifth column has been used 
to perfection in Hitler's conquests. 
Before his armies have ever in- 
vaded a country, his propagandists 
have gone before telling the people 
that it was useless to fight for 
their freedom and that Nazism 
was a superior form of govern- 
ment, 

The Dies Committee has reveal- 
ed that the fifth column is work- 
ing in many ways in the United 
States. All the republics of South 
America are shot through with the 
fifth column and if Germany wins 
in the present war they are like- 
ly to go Fascist or Communistic. 
Even the United States may totter 
in that event. At any rate, the 
fifth column often does a more 
deadly work within a nation than 
opposing armies from without, for 
it makes a way for the opposing 
armies. 

AS we see it today, in the Unit- 
ed States the fifth column idea is 
working in evéry field of service 
of mankind known in our nation, 

For a period of years foreigners 
have been coming into our country 
bringing this idea of service and 
placing it into practice, Fascists 
énd Communists have been scat- 
tered all over our country and 
many of our own people, blind and 
ignorant, have taken it up. 

Being assured that the fifth col- 
umn idea is in practice in our 
country, let us note some of the 
fields in which it has been and is 
effective: 

1, There is the INDUSTRIAL 
FIELD. Labor and capital have 
been at outs for some time and no 
agreement stands between them 
very long. 

2, There is the SOCIAL FIELD, 
where society has gone crazy with 
an emotional type of entertain- 
ment that is a detriment to char- 
acter and decency, and is fast 
causing a moral decay. With mor- 
al decay as we have it now we do 
not have sufficient materials in 
man-power to build an army of. 
With no principle of character, no 
standard for living socially, with 
no gauge to halt the fast-moving 
social order, HOW can we expect 
to hold together as a nation? 

3. There is another particular 
field probably doing more to tear 
away the reasonableness of our 
nation than any other, and yet is 
selling its way into the minds and 
lives of our citizenship very fast. 
That field, as we know it, is the 
field of JOURNALISM, or better 
known to the common mind as 
“Propagandists”. The radio 
used to propagate news that arous- 
es the people. The newspaper is 
a propagandist’s item. They tell 
what some one thinks too much 
and do not give the truth as it 
actually appears, All this publici- 
ty gives to our citizenship a scare 
that makes them move in unreal 
ways, 

4. Then the RELIGIOUS 
FIELD is affected. This Eastern 
War is nothing more than a war 
tor freedom of religion, speech 
and press. The religious field is 
affected in the United States and 
is a serious problem for American 
citizenship. Propagandists make 
it unnecessary to attend a religious 
worship to stand for the good. 
Anti-religionists have founded oth- 
er actions for Sunday instead of 
attending church services and de- 
ing the Lord’s work on the Sab- 
bath Day. Sabbath breaking is 
very common to all,
